REMARKS 

A. The 101 Rejection Is Overcome 

Claims 9-16 have been amended to replace the phrase "computer readable medium" with 
"data storage device" in order to expedite prosecution. Non-limiting examples of data storage 
devices are listed on page 10 of the specification. Accordingly, the subject matter rejection of 
these claims is overcome.
